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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 1,414,345 to Eeftink. 

Regarding claim 1, Eeftink discloses a support with a substantially L-shaped 
body, including a first leg oriented vertically and a second leg oriented horizontally; the 
first leg including a mounting surface; at least one bore extending through the first leg 
toward the mounting surface and aligned with the second leg; at least one second bore 
extending into the second leg; engagement means carried by the second leg and 
support means carried by the first leg (see attached drawing). 

Regarding claims 2 and 4, Eeftink discloses a bracket as describe in claim 1 
where the first leg includes at least two fist bores and where the engagement means is 
a hook member (see attached drawing). 

Regarding claims 5-7, Eeftink discloses a bracket as described in claim 1 and 
where, when the bracket as shown is rotated 180°, the support means is a surface 
inclined in a downward direction from a plane defined by the mounting surface. Where 
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the support means is inclined at an angle ranging from 60"" to about 80'' relative to the 
mounting surface. Where the inclination angle is about 75° (see attached drawing). 

Regarding claims 8 and 9, Eeftink discloses a bracket as described in claim 1 
including a stop surface carried by the second leg and, when rotated 180°, is positioned 
below an opening of the at least one second bore (see attached drawing). 

Regarding claims 10-13, Eeftink discloses a bracket as described in claim 1 
including at least one aperture in the body bracket positioned in the first leg and at least 
one aperture positioned in the second leg (see attached drawing). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 3 is allowed.
